Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 
1.1 A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 

37 CFR 1 . 1 7(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 

eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 
1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been 
withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.1 14. Applicant's submission filed on 1/5/2010 has been 
entered. 

Election/Restrictions 

2. 1 Claims 2 1 -22, 24-3 1 , 33-43 are allowable. The restriction requirements for Species A-B, 
C-E, F-L, M-P and Q-R, as set forth in the Office actions mailed on 5/14/2008 and 
8/18/2008, has been reconsidered in view of the allowability of claims to the elected 
invention pursuant to MPEP § 821.04(a). The restriction requirements are hereby 
withdrawn as to any claim that requires all the limitations of an allowable claim. 
Claims 27-31 and 39-40, directed to non elected Species N, Q, O, A, and L are no longer 
withdrawn fi-om consideration because the claim(s) require(s) all the limitations of an 
allowable claim. 

2.2 In view of the above noted withdrawal of the restriction requirement, applicant is advised 
that if any claim presented in a continuation or divisional application is anticipated by, or 
includes all the limitations of, a claim that is allowable in the present application, such 
claim may be subject to provisional statutory and/or nonstatutory double patenting 
rejections over the claims of the instant application. 

2.3 Once a restriction requirement is withdrawn, the provisions of 35 U.S. C. 121 are no 
longer applicable. See In re Ziegler, 443 F.2d 121 1, 1215, 170 USPQ 129, 131-32

4.1 The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claims 21-22, 24-31, 33-43 are allowed for the following reason/s: 

The instant application is deemed to be directed towards a non-obvious improvement 
over the invention patented in U.S. Patent No. 5897184 to Eichenlaub, or U.S. Patent No. 
6474827 to Shinohara. 

4.2 Claim 2 1 is allowed because the prior art of record, taken alone or in combination, fails to 
disclose or render obvious a three dimensional display device comprising a backlight, the 
backlight comprising a planar light guide through which hght is guided transversely by 
internal reflection, wherein regions of the light guide are configured to direct hght 
propagating within the light guide by intemal reflection, out of a face of the light guide 
without passing through the light guide after being directed by the regions so as to form a 
plurality of line light sources, the regions comprising grooves filled with a material 
having a higher refractive index than the light guide, wherein the material which 

fills the grooves is formed as a layer extending across an upper surface of the light guide, 
the thickness of the layer being less than a period of the grooves. 

4.3 Claims 22, 24-3 1 , 33-43 depend either directly or indirectly on Claim 2 1 and are thus 
also allowed.
